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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

A. Group I , claim(s) 40-55, 69-72 and 81-84, drawn to hydrogel composition and 
method of making. 

B. Group 1 1, claim(s) 56-61, drawn to a bioadhesive article and method of producing. 

C. Group III, claim(s) 62-68, drawn to a wound or burn dressing. 

D. Group IV, claim(s) 73-80, drawn to a porous hydrogel material. 

2. Where the group of inventions is claimed in one and the same international 
application, the requirement for unity of invention referred to in Rule 13.1 shall be 
fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among the inventions involving one or 
more of the same or corresponding special technical features. The expression " special 
technical features " shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which 
each of the claimed inventions considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. The
